CHICAGO,'July b —In the uuirmntiitt 


coliseum at Jackson park, beneath clear 
skies, -with a cool breeze snapping at 
the flags and the blue waters of Lake 
Michigan stretching at\ ay to the north, 
the Democratic national convention 
met.

Sir. A. H. leimm, vice president of the as- 
BociitMn. who is now on his wny.to Ire- 
laad en consnic the widow ot Sir Richard 
Proctor, has presented the details of the 
project to the representatives of this and 
other goverttneuts and will spend the next 
year or more in promoting the interests of 
the enterprise by explaining its objects and 
arousing interest in the ondertakujg. 


In order to construct a telescope of such 


great size and unexampled dimensions an 
entirely new plan will be adopted in mai- 
icg the lenses. Heretofore astronomers 
hare considered that 40 inches was the 
K-^Tdrsmm. diameter -which it was possible 
t> 
,taiain making a lens. That is the 


aae of tae one in the great Yerkes telescope 
recently mounted la Chicago, The famous 
telescope tn the Lick observatory has an 
object fens 36 inches in diaraMar. 


Louis Gathmann, a Chicago astronomer, 


has, nowerer, made a lens on a new prin- 
ci^la -which will enable him, he claims, to 
construct one as large aa he chooses. Instead 
<H making the lens of one piece of glass, 
3fe. Gaiixniaim cses a ncmber of sanaller 
lenses, and by combining them into a sin- 
gle large ona avoids all the difficulties usu- 
dByeSperieacecl in ptodncing leases by the 
old method. He has already made a 7 inch 
lens, composed of 13 small lenses, which is 
ecfnal ia power, ats»nllng to several scien- 
tists who have examined it, to a IS inch 
Jens. 


On the sama principle he proposes 'to con- 


struct for the Proctor Memorial association 
a lens 120 inches in diameter, three times

expense of $50,000. The Yertes lens cost 
t200,000. The reason that a big glass costs 
so much, to make bv the ordinary method 
is that great precaatiois is required to get 
one without flaws, and when such o one is 
secured the grinding is a delicate ami dif- 
ficult operation. It ia comparatively easy 
to make a small and flawless lens, and by 
the Gofchwann method any number of these 
are combined and gronnd as one piece. If, 
as claimed, there is practically no limit to 
the size of the glass which can be construct- 
ed on this sectional plan, the possibilities of 
astronomical research may be vastly ex- 
tended. 


After Mr. Gathmarm has proved to the 


•atisfaction of the scientists of the world 
that his 120 inch lens Is a practical and 
possible achievement he will be authorized 
to make a lens 1 GO fee tin diameter, or more 
than SO times larger than the greatest now 
in existence. With on instrument of this 
magnitude it ia believed that objects the 
size of human beings conld be plainly dis- 
cerned on many of the planets, if such be- 
ings exist. With it we ccttld inspect the 
moon almost as minnteiy ae \l we were 
walSing over Its surfnce, the i acalcnlable 
depths of space would be annihilated, and 
the most remote corners of the universe 
could be explored. 


It Id czpected that when the scientists of 


tho yariotts notions tiaderstand the mag- 
nitude of the enterprise there will be a 
itsuly response to tho request for fnnds to 
carry it through. The site for tho new ob- 
servatory has already besn obtained, hav- 
insr been donated to the association by Mr.

ever, are more plausible than this. He 
thinks our school histories are at the bot- 
tom of the trouble, and ho proposes to edit 
these for vs. The first thing he did after 
arriving in .Sew S"ork the other day was to 
get a lot of textbook histories that are used 
In American schools. He wanted to com- 
pare the American accounts of the Revolu- 
tion with those printed ie. British school- 
boots. When this work is done, Mr. Plhn- 
soll will make a toar through the country 
and will try to arouse sympathy and en- 
thusiasm for his project.

PlimsoU, he would have not the slightest 
difficulty in achieving his object, and if all 
Americans were as good as he this would 
be a great and glorious nation.

pressed \vith the awful lo=s of life and the 
knowledge that many of the wrecked ves- 
sels -\vcre kno\vii iiriiong the sailors as 
"coffin ships," from the fact that they ivere 
rotten old hulks which had been sent out 
under heavy insurance by their owners in 
the expectation that they would meet just 
such a fate, that then und thero he deter- 
mined to devote his time :tnd abilities to 
the prevention of these human sacriflces 
on the altar of greed. 


He visited many British seaports and 


found that, while the majority of ship 
owners were quite anxious to co-operate 
with him, there existed among them a 
class of "ghouls," as they were called, 
who actually 3iiade money by sending 
worthless vessels to sea. 


In 1805 be stood for parliament, but was 


defeated by a small majority. Three years 
later he ivas triumphant and held his seat 
from that timexmtil 1880, when ho resign- 
ed in order to further the cause. In 1875 
Mr. Plimsoll introduced his famous bill to 
prevent the overloading ot vessels. The 
government, under the lead of Lord Beac- 
onsflo.ld, then plain Benjamin Disraeli, at 
first seemed desirous of advancingthe bill, 
but as the session drew to a close Mr. Dis- 
raeli calmly announced one night that it 
must be dropped. 


Springing to his feet and quivering with 


emotion, Samuel Plimsoll faced the house 
of commons alone, arid shaking his fist at 
the government and the opposition ali ke 
he dared them to adjourn before they had 
passed that bill for the protection of the 
lives of seamen. 


Commons was shocked. 
The speaker 


ant speechless with amazement. The crowd- 
ed galleries were awed into silence. It was 
a moment or two before there \vcro loud 
cries of "Order!" "Order!" and then the 
speaker commanded tho member from 
Derby to retire. Mr. Plimsoll did retire, 
batJn a few hours the British working- 
men were'readhig un account of that dra- 
matic incident and an appeal from Mr. 
Fliraso'iL 


The country-was aroused as If by magic.

In tons of hundreds of 


photographs taken of women in pri- 
vate life fow show any remarkable 
charm. 


And yet tbo women on tbe stagu, 


on tho wbolo, are not more conspic- 
uously fascinating than those who 
have never trodden tbo boards. Tbe 
reason of tbe difference in their pho- 
tographs is plain and siinpla It is 
the trickery of tbe photographer, 
who, laughing meanwhile within 
bis sleeve, so cleverly works that 
ha changes—presto!—an ordinary 
woman into a beauty of tho time. 


It has remained for some French 


pbctogrrtp»«rs to give somewhat in 
detail tbo actual science of these 
tricks of photography. Tbe ques- 
tion is one of perspective and optical 
illusion. An egg, for instance, if 
tbe photographer have sufficient 
skill, can be so photographed tbat it 
will appear in tbe shape of a ball. 
In tbe same manner a nose or a neck 
may be made to seem short or long, 
a face longer or rounder, a figure 
stout or slender, short or tall. 


In every person's face certain 


characteristics stand out as absolute- 
ly tbe best in their countenance. It 
may be the chin, the eyes, tbe nose, 
the mouth or tho forehead. Again, 
in every face there are features that 
are vveak and need strengthening, 
hiding, or some sort of "bolstering 
up." \Viththe traihed eye that is 
gained through years of experience, 
the photographer sees this at once. 
He may not see it completely. It 
may require posing after posing and 
trial after trial, at certain angles, 
before he gets tho proper effect 
But he finds—and this fact tho 
French photographers have just 
made known—that there are some 
combinations in every face that wil' 
give a practically perfect photo- 
graph. 


If the chin recedes at all badly, 


by a deft tilting of tho head and a 
training of his camera to the right 
angle it is a strong, attractive chin 
that appears in the photograph. 


The prominent nose that throws 


all the rest of the face out of coun- 
tenance he brings his machine to 
bear upon until he gets an angle a+ 
which it is softened and brought 
into relation picturesquely with tho 
rest of tho face. 


A sidewise turn of the head, am 


a largo, broad lipped mouth may be 
photographically made into the 
veriest rosebud or "Cupid's bow' 
tbat a woman ever had. 


An ugly forehead may be tonec 


down into a most fetching one bj 
catching tbe light upon it, by turn 
ing tbe head up or down, and i 
wholo face bared in every character 
istic may be metamorphosed by pic 
turing it sideways so that the tip o 
a rosy ear may be soon. 


Sometimes photographers trea 


paper with chemicals so tbat it cai 
be stretched ever so slightly afte 
tbo picture is printed on it. It 
thus possible to stretch an ordinary 
cabinet print an eighth of an inch 
thus working wonders in tbe pic 
ture. By it a round, chubby fac 
has been lengthened into a Gree 
oval of great beauty.—Chicago Trib 
une.

some of these • proposed new coin: 
had been submitted to Congress 
Thomas Jefferson proposed the sue 
cessful plan.. The proposal was tc 
strike four coins upon the basis o 
the Spanish milled dollar, as follows 
A golden piece of the value of ten, a 
dollar in. silver, a tenth of dollar in 
sliver, and a hundredth of a dollar in 
copper. This report wae adopted by 
Congress on July 6, 1785, and was 
the origin of the American" coppe 
cent, dime, dollar aad golden eagle 
The first sliver dollar was coined in 
179i, It was embellished with fit 
teen stars and weighed 416 grains.

Concerning Blackberries. 


The blackberry may be transplanted 


either in fall or spring. Owing to the 
length of the canes and the thorns with 
which they are armed, it is well to give 
thsm plenty of room in one way, eight 
feet apart being better for the rows than 
six feer, tut as they do aoi throw out as 
many suckers or canes from the roots as 
the raspberry, they znay stand closer iu 
the row. At first setting put one good 
root every three feet, which may be in- 
creased to three stalks in a hill after- 
ward if the ground is sufficiently rich. 


For the first year or two sonle other 


crop may be grown between the rows. 


As regards the profit of the black- 


berry. 50 boshelj per aero is called a 
good crop the second year after setting 
the roots, but much larger crops have 
been grown, and with good care 60 to 
80 bushels prr acre have beeu grown 
upon large fields for ten or more years 
ic succession, while in small gardens a 
bushel to the square rod has been picked. 
Of varieties the Early King is said to 
be more hardy than the Early Harvest, 
and better in some respects than the Wil- 
son, which is still a favorite with many. 
Lawton and Taylor's Prolific are still 
popular as late berries. Kittatinuy lias 
been subject to rnst in some sections, 
and needs winter protection in the north. 
—Cor. American Cultivator. 


The San Jose Scale. 


Tho movement of this scale from the- 


Pacific coast eastward has been watched 
by fruit growers with considerable anx- 
iety. It has now been found in New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware and Mas- 
sachusetts, and is liable to appear in 
this state at any time. It occurs upon the 
apple, pear, peach, plum, persimmon, 
currant and Japan, quince. Tho San 
Jose scale differs from all others in the 
peculiar reddening effect which it pro- 
duces upon tho skin of the fruit and 
tender twips. This very characteristic 
feature, of tho insect's work renders it 
easy to distinguish. When occurring iu 
winter in large numbers • upon the bark 
of a twig, the scales lie close together, 
frequently overlapping, and are at such 
times difficult to distinguish without a 
magnifying glass. The general appear- 
ance which they present is a grayish, 
very slightly roughened, scurfy deposit. 
The rich reddish color of the twigs of 
the peach and apple is quite obscured 
wheu these trees are thickly infested, 
and they have every appearance of be- 
ing coated with lime or ashes.—Bul- 
letin Rhode Island Station.

Masy h«srse5 aro raisetl by farmers iu 
these staws, aud many more could be 
raised it" it were shown that prices could 
be realized for first, class stock, which 
wctild pay the farmer to run the risk of 
his outlay. The farmers ought ro bf ed- 
ucated to this point, and thev should 
also bo taught tho right type of horse to 
breed. Xot only this, but the facilities 
for brwdiag such horses should be placed 
within their reach, ;sad this is where 
our government should follow the lead 
of o*her civilized governments the world 
over aad do something in this all im- 
portant branch of domestic economy. 


No horseman needs to be told what 


the English government, or, perhaps, 
more strictly speaking, the crown, hsis 
done for the breed which it has practi- 
cally created — the thoroughbred. France 
has accomplished wonders with trotters 
and coaching horses by government en- 
couragement, Austria has taken up the 
American trotter, as well as the thor- 
oughbred, and, by keeping stallions at 
service throughout the empire at a nom- 
inal fee, is doing splendid work in im- 
proving its breed of horses. 


Russia and Germany are not behind- 


hand in such matters, and the United 
States is the only one of tbe great na- 
tions which has done nothing to foster 
the industry of horse breeding. 


The opportunity has now arrived. The 


demand for fine horses has been created, 
and it only remains for the government 
to assist the farmer breeder to meet- it. 
The first thing to be done is to decide up- 
on the proper cross to produce the horses 
desired. Assuming that heavy harness 
horses, which briug the host and surest 
prico, are to be bred, the farmers should 
be taught how to cross the mares now 
in their possession so as to produce a 
type of horse which may fetch a good 
price as a harness horse, but which will 
surely make a good draft horse. 


The government would not go far 


wrong if it were to encourage the 
use of thoroughbred and hackney stal- 
lions upon native mares, many of which 
aiu trotting bred, if they have any breed- 
ing at all. The French coach horse, too, 
would HOC be a bad cross for this pur- 
pose, and if some legislation could bo 
brought about by which a number of 
stallions of these two breeds could be 
pluced at service at a nominal fee at 
(iifterenfc points in the states mentioned 
ihs first step toward a gr«a end would 
be accomplished. 


The next step would be the holding 


of shows or competitions, and so in- 
ducing to rivalry, and by a system ol 
rewards for the best results encourage 
Ihu farmers to breed only the best, and 
at the same time educate them aa to the 
best meaus of doing so. 


This work the present horse show 


system is not doing to auy great extent. 
The shows are not held in agricultural 
districts, nor are they in 11113- sense fot 
the benefit of the farming class. — Now 
York Journal.

In- 
deed, this hnbit is to be observed in 
creatnres microscopic in size and of 
exceedingly low organization, as 
•well as in those as high in the scale 
of animal life as man himself, for 
even man does not hesitate on occa- 
sions to avail himself of this natu- 
ral subterfuge \vhen>he thinks it will 
aid in the preservation of his life. 


With the aid of the microscope 


one can observe and study the nat- 
ural history of tho minute animal 
•world, which otherwise would re- 
main a closed and unread volume 
This instrument has shown mo be- 
yond cavil that creatures as low in 
the scale as actinophryans, very 
minute, microscopic animalcules, 
practice death feigning when sur- 
prised by an enemy from which 
they cannot otherwise escape^ Thus 
I have repeatedly seen actinophry- 
ans fold their delicate, hairlike legs 
or cilia and sink to the bottom of 
their miniature lake (a drop of wa- 
ter) 
when approached by a water 


louso, which prays upon thorn. They 
remain to all appearances absolutely 
without life until the water louse 
swims away, when they unfold tboir 
cilia and go back to their feeding 
grounds—a bit of watorweed or moss 
or decayed wood.— James Weir in 
Ldppincott's.

M»T:ir<-»t»tl<)n» or Grief That Couie IXurc 


From Great Antiquity. 


At each death the women bf-gin a 


peculiar lamentation, l.-y which :hc eu- 
Tiiwillage is iiifonned tiiar n death has 
Taken place At once the relatives conie 
in their be-t clothes and j iiu in with 
tlie lamentation. The women nearest 
connected with the departed reud their 
clothes—i. e., the upper gtirment, \vhich 
i= in the shape of a shirt, and is held by 
means of a girdlu around the waist. 
The garment they seize at the opening 
in front of the chest and t<w it down- 
ward, aud the deeper the grief tho 
larger will be the- rent. Tki- is iiftor- 
vrurd stitched together, but in sucji a 
wuy as to bhow t he .--earn on the ouKido. 
Then these mourners put on their best 
garments, uncover their li'-^d*, which 
at all other time* art- covered, tear out 
their hair, strike their fact-s, -<crateh 
their countenances, beat their breasts, 
and many siuear soot, ovi r their faces, 
Occasionally it h.ipp"i:s that men, too, 
give vent to the violence of gruf by 
tearing their cl<ithiuj; and pcllaiK our 
their beards.
